“SAUCE FOR THE GOOSE.” 


Kansas City, Mo., just passt a city ordinance, labeling as a misdemeanor 
any attempt to sing er assist in the singing ofgan obscene song. The City 
Council, in passing the law, commended the Kansas City Post for its aggressiv 
campaign against this type of song, and prominent public officials have ex- 
tended the scope of this resolution to include national magazines engaged in 
fighting the same evil. 


The Billboard considers the passing of this law in a far-reaching sense. 
For the ordinance does not merely represent Kansas City’s attitude toward 
obscene, lewd songs, but is the beginning of a broad movement which Will 
result in universal laws against this modern plague and destroyer of innocence 
—the obscene song. The time is close at hand when the rendition of an 
obscene song will become as obsolete as bicycle riding in fashionable thoro- 
fares. 

But why wait? Surely a pure, logical, sane law for Kansas City would 


apply with equal strength to New York, Cincinnati and Chicago, or any otaer 
American city.

music publishers to derive profit at the 
expense of public morals, and that will forever preclude singing at public 
entertainments of a kind calculated to debase the morals of girls passirg 
thru the impressionable period and destroy the sanctity of the home? 


THE EXPOSITION AND UNION LABOR. 


Ti-e question has been frequently askt as to whether or not the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition will be open shop. So far, the contracts given out have 
been open; i. e., that any contractor may bid on an Exposition contract and 
use any kind of labor that he sees fit, whether union or non-union, and any 
working man may be employed on the grounds without fear of molestation. 

The fence around the grounds was built of open-shop material, and -no 
question was askt of the workmen as to whether they did or did not belong 
to a union. It will be an advertisement to the world that San Francisco has 
commenced to redeem herself, if the only consideration in letting any expo- 
sition contract is that the bidder must be the lowest responsible one, and 
that the individual workmen, open shop or otherwise, will have full protection 
within the grounds of the Exposition. When the public is confident that these 
conditions will obtain, so far as the Exposition is concerned, subscriptions 
will be more promptly paid up in the future than they have been in the past.

SPEECH, , 


The Billboard stands for free speech, free schools, a free press and a 
free stage. 

We are not unmindful of the fact that there are in our midst those who 
occasionally—yes, frequently—abuse the freedom which they enjoy as 
Americans. 

But because some half-baked anarchist advocates violence or some half- 
stewed labor-leader, sabotage; is that any reason for robbing ourselves of 
the most effectiv and far-reaching means of replying to the fools and re- 
futing their arguments? 

Of course there is not the slightest chance—not even the remotest pos- 
sibility—that the inestimable right of free speech will ever be tampered with 
in the United States, 

The people want to know. They believe that they are entitled to knew. 
They believe that the more they know, the better they will be prepared: te 
Judge and govern themselves and direct their destinies. 

The freer the speech the wiser the people. The freer the speech qhe 
readier the people will detect sofistry, speciousness, misleading argument, 
disingenuousness and deceit. 

Nothing will finally eliminate the demagogue, the unprincipled politician, 
the dishonest leader so effectually and surely as the preservation of the priv- 
llege of free speech. 

Censors have been proposed for the stage from time to time in years 
fone by, but no one has ever considered the proposals very seriously.

But now that a large and influential element in the Catholic Church is 
about to make a determined effort in that direction, the matter is serious. 

It is serious because every censorship is a blow struck at freedom. It 
is serious because if once fastened upon the stage, it becomes easier to extend 
it to our press and other institutions. 

The advocates of the measure are aiming at the lewd show and the lewd 
play, but if they hit anything it will be one of our great American institutions, 

In order to abate the “free and easy” they are willing to risk slaying 
freedom itself. 

There are not many lewd shows now—nothing to compare with what 
there was a decade ago. Burlesque has been cleaned up wonderfully. There 
are a few pseudo-lewds Jeft—a few that hint in their advertisements that 
their entertainment is am*aphrodisiac in three gasps and a gurgle, but when 
it is presented, the show is proper and the shown are bitterly disappointed 
at not having been shown. 

In time (and a very short time) this uncommendable advertising will 
also be abandoned, because after you have fooled them a few times, the paper 
becomes worthless as a business-getter. 

With the problem play, the case is different. But there are few—very 
few of them, indeed, that do not point a moral, and fewer still that do not 
sv cloak and screen their nastiness from the young and undiscerning, that 
these latter would never see it, if it was not pointed out to them by the 
frothing of rabid prelates and churchmen. 

The well-meant but mistaken denunciation of certain plays by evangelical 
associations and women’s clubs only swells the audiences, and thereby does 
more harm than the play itself. 

There is nothing more boresome and wearying than a nasty play (unless 
it be the pratings that prowling, prurient prudes launch at it), and let alone, 
it soon dies an early death. 

Rut if you want to tickle the manager of one of them to death and 
breathe the breath of a long, long life into the production itself, just sick the 
clergy or the W. C. T. U. on it. 

Theatrical folk are evincing a strong inclination to do their own censor- 
ing, and they are quite capable of handling the situation without any aid 
from churchmen.

Mak- 
ing allowances fur hasty productivn, involved 
settings and untested pieces of prop-action, 
Bieanor Gates’ show made au opening ipipression 
that augurs well for a lasting one. 

It is another children’s play (with which, by 
the way, New York bas been rather over-run 
lately), but it embraces an idea seldom at- 
tempted in otber chiidren’s plays and, therefore, 
merits mere than passing attention. Like Aiice 
in Wonderiand, (aud sume critics think it is 
very much like Aiice), this play deals with the 
peculiar dream of a iittie girl surrounded with 
all the luxuries that wealth can provide, but 
little of the bappiness that wealth should imply. 
The nurse, reiativs, guverness, teachers, foot- 
men, ete., etc., usually found dancing at- 
tendance upon the chiidren of the rich, figure 
in the action, Orst in their “reguiar make-up” 
and iater in the form of animais and “things”’ 
that typify their teal natures. This necessari- 
ly involved stage pictures that occasivnaily “ran 
away with thewselves,’’ but, for the most part, 
the fundamental idea of the play was success- 
fuily carried out. 

Perbaps the only sad feature of the play lies 
in the fact that those whom it would directly 
benetit will not put in their appearance, in 
all probability. For the rich will pet take their 
ehildren to see a play which holds up the babits 
of rich parents @ud their methods of bringing 
up chiidrep to the eye of ridicule; and the pour, 
who could gatber the whulesume moral that the 
lives of the children of the rich are not as

With The Sun Dodgers, at the American Music 
Hall, selling out every olght, and The Passing 
Show of 1912, at the Garrick, the Shuberts are 
well represented with boxoffice successes In the 
“Windy” City. In fact the Messrs. Shubert are 
frantically trying to postpone the run of The 
Sun Dodgers indefinitely, contrary to earlier 
booking ‘because of the excellent receipts up-to- 
dete of The Passing Show ef 1912. 

As a summary, the show In question is a spec- 
tecular borlesque, containing elaborate settings 
and such notables In the cast as Trixie Friganza, 
Adelaide and Hughes and Willie Howard, a 
coming comedian of merit. It contains a med- 
ley of parodies on such plays as Kismet, Bought 
and Paid For, The Quaker Girl and Officer 666, 
offering burlesque character impersonations of 
Colonel Roosevelt, David Warfield and David 
Belasco.

There is nothing in the ulterior typografy of the South Brooklyn 
Sunday Herald that would lead one to believe the editor is an all- 
knowing individual, as the valued periodical is rather flat and undigni- 
fied in appearance. But the contents assume a bluster that seems to 
suggest an editor who is also a reporter of many different things, 
striving his utmost to impress the readers of his magazine (we presume 
that there are some besides the,editor), with the fact that expert cor- 
respondents are busily engaged in gathering together material widely 
varied in theme. The editor (who appears to be the entire staff, also) 
has prepared a more interesting than substantial article for his issue 
of Sunday, November 10, 1912, in which (in persuance of his determi- 
nation to dabble into many fields and assume an all-knowing attitude 
regarding each), he lays great stress upon the fact that a hand-bill 
announcing a big cabaret show fails to disclose the date of the perform- 
ance. After dwelling upon this. astonishing piece of nothing for some 
time, the all-knowing gentleman quotes the program, announcing that 
many well-known individuals in the world of music were scheduled to 
appear and demonstrate populdr songs, states positivly that none of 
the celebrities mentioned appeared, and censures the management of 
the cabaret for the “singing-waiter’ entertainment provided. 

He also says, in part: 

“Only a week ago a handbill announced that all the music pub- 
lishers were to appear and sing their own songs. Sad day, indeed, for 
the publishers when they must come to a South Brooklyn cabaret to 
sing their songs.” 

It is an historical fact worthy of note that more scoffers have gone 
to the electric chair than to thé president’s chair in this glorious re- 
public of ours. Ridicule costs nothing and oftimes does great damage. 
As a matter of fact, prominent music publishers are just as anxious to 
demonstrate their songs in a South Brooklyn cafe as they are to get a 
song on at a Broadway theater. For a South Brooklyn cabaret may 
prove a mighty good “boost,” even tho the South Brooklyn Sunday 
Herald is published in that principality. Publishers would go to South 
Africa to demonstrate songs and open a South African office, with tiled 
floors and telefones, if they thought it would aid the sale of their songs. 

The editor-reporter has endeavored to be clever, and like most 
people who essay to be what they manifestly are not, has slightly over- 
shot his mark. Publishers know the importance of cabaret boosts and 
live, up-to-the-minute houses (like Jerome H. Remick & Co., Leo Feist, 
Waterson, Perlin & Snyder), keep many boosters skirting around the 
cafes, and compel their writers, great and small, to demonstrate at 
cabarets, under an extremely liberal expense account. 

Some cabarets have introduced regular programs, under the direc- 
tion of well-known music expert’, especially featuring writers of popu- 
lar songs. The song writers receive absolutely no renumeration for 
their efforts, outside of the satisfaction experienced in boosting their 
own songs. It was no easy matter to induce the writers to agree to 
attend, and still more difficult to, guarantee their appearance after they 
had consented. For this reason, many of the earlier cabaret shows, 
featuring writers and publishers, were distinct disappointments. The 
writer of this article has attendéd several, and remembers one distinct 
instance when the entire bod® of writers and publishers invited 
swooped down upon the cafe en masse, at 1 p. m., just as the lights 
were going out, too late to participate in the entertainment. But, on 
many other occasions, the programs were carried out as announct, and 
the publisher-writer features of most cabaret bills are proving big draw- 
ing cards, because the public likes to hear song writers sing their own 
compositions, no matter how wretchedly they may deliver. 

Our editor-reporter friend gf South Brooklyn should not publish 
articles dealing with live situations in the world of music, when his 
observations are limited to a single cabaret, situated in South Brooklyn. 
Tf he can not encourage writer-publisher bills, he should discreetly keep 
his organ of conversation closed: (in print), and devote the doubtfully 
valuable space of his magazine to worthier purposes. “A little knowl- 
edge is a dangerous thing.” .

For, while 
he will always tell you how late he remained 
out on the previous night, he never dweils upon 
the bour when he went to bed, which leaves 
impression that he never retires.

It is ditficult for 
him to understand how the other publishers 
manage to remain in business; he will in- 
variably tell you that they are all losing money 
and on the verge of bankruptcy and will ring 
in a line like this: ‘‘I don’t know how true it 
is and I don't want you to say that I said it.

Be Presented to Legislature — Ohio Governor Attends Convention seens, nusteen elless, except the Chalsmas 


All moving picture roads led to Columbus, 
Ohio, for the eighth convention of the Vhio 
Moving Picture Exhibitors’ League, January 21- 
22, at the Southern Hotel. 

The eighth convention was the largest and 
most successful in the history of the organiza- 
tion, equalling in many respects the national 
convention held iast year in Chicago, Exhibit- 
ors were present from almost every city, town 
and -bamiet in the state, while nearly every 
state in the Union was represented by na 
tiona] vice-presidents, or by manufacturers, ex- 
change men and dealers in accessories. 

A pleasing feature to the motion picture 
fraternity was iwe interest taken in the con- 
vention by Governor Cox, members of the Le- 
gisiature and Mayor Karb, of Columbus. The 
Governor, in addition to receiving the exhibitors 
and their friends at the Capitol, also attended 
the banquet, where be made a speech, assuring 
his auditors of his interest in the welfare of 
their business and of his consideration of any 
reasonable measures they would bring before 
the Legislature Mayor Karb’s speech also as- 
sured the Columbus exhibitors that he is a 
moving picture fan, and of his hearty support. 
Among the members of the Legislature who 
attended the banquet were Speaker Swain, 
Missrs. Huffman, Reppert, Clark, Beatty, Cap 
pell and Detrick. All of these gentlemen took 
a keen interest in the affairs of the evening, 
and were deeply imprest by the high calibre 
of the men and women engaged in, or connected 
with the motion picture business. 

The first arrivals reached Columbus on the 
night of the 20th, and on the morning of the 
Zist every incoming train had its quota. The 
jargest delegation were, or course, from Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland, but Dayton, Toledo, 
Springtield and several other towns also made 
a brave showing. The Cincinnati delegation 
arrived about noon in a special car, having 
been joined on the road by the Dayton and 
Springtield delegations, as well as those from 
some of the smaller towns. They were met 
at the depot by a delezation from the Columbus 
jocal and a number of other members, accom- 
panied by the Universal Band, under the leader- 
ship of Prof. Neugerbauer, and running the 
gauniet of a battery of camera men took up 
the march to the Southern Hotei, where they 
were weicomed by President M. A. Neff. 

After a hasty luncheon the convention was 
ealled to order at 1:30 p. m., in the convention 
hall of the Southern Hotel, President J. A. Mad- 
dox, of Columbus Local No. 4, introduced 
Mayor Karb, of Columbus, who, after a round 
of cheers, delivered an address of welcome, and 
extended the freedom of the city to the exhi- 
bitors. Mayor Karb, an excellent speaker, 
touched upon Columbus and the rapid strides his 
city was making, and dwelt upon the moral 
standard of the moving picture theaters in 
Columbus, saying in part: “I attend the pic 
ture showg myself, as do my family. and we are 
more than delighted with the type of enter- 
tainment that you provide. Altho there has 
been considerable agitation about the morality 
of some moving pictures, I see no reason, what 
ever, why Columbus should fear objectionable 
pictures. I feel sure that not one Columbus 
exhibitor shows films tbat he would aot be 

lad to have his wife or his daughters witness."’ 
teferring to the question of the censorship, 
Mayor Karb said in part: ‘I am sure that none 
of you object to censorship of moving pictures 
as long as that censorship is made by com- 
petent persons; people who know what censor- 
—. is, and who do not overstep the proper 

nes.”’

NEW EXCHANGE CO. \ 
AND PICTURE HOUSES 


Joe Hopp, of Chicago, Is Interviewed By Representative of 
The Billboard and Gives an Interesting Talk on the 


Relation of the Independent Exchange Co. to 
Present Conditions of M. P. Theaters

Chicago, Jan, 23 (Special to The Billboard). 
~The formation of the Independent Exchange 
Company gave rise to many rumors, and dame 
gossip had visited on this body of exchange own 
ers various crimes and treasons, which bad their 
orgin im the fertile mind of the ever busy 
gossip monger. When all facts in the case had 
been submitted it was found that their purposes 
were purely legitimate and that their formation 
was merely for self-protection. This body of 
men were the only partion of the film business 
not organized, They were fighting thelr battles 
single-handed, demanding their individual rights. 
They held three meetings in Chicago, the first 
ef which took place during the gathering of 
the Universal body early in the fall. These were 
followed by two other meetings during which 
time they were incorporated. Mr. Hopp’s ex 
pressions will undoubtedly throw more light on 
the situation and give a clearer understanding 
of the matter. 

“The exchangemen have been buffeted around 
from billow to billow. They bave learned from 
experience in the past that ‘flowers are not ba- 
cop and that bouquets are not biscuits.’ 

“It is high time that the manufacturers quit 
politics They must busband and administer, 
not exploit. The whole effort should be one of 
conservation—not reservation. I only wish I 
could generate this thought and purpose, as 1 
fully realize that only such temper, thought and 
purpose of the manufacturers is going to deter- 
mine what the future commercial value of the 
film business is going to 

“I hope the day will soon be here when the 
American manufacturer will make real features, 
bet only two and three-reel subjects, but the 
of real features that are imported. Of 
course, there are exceptions to the rule. There 
are a few real features turned out, but so few 
they could easily be enumerated. Generally 
speaking, there should be more American features 
made irrespectiv of the factioned line-ups. 

“I think the economic condition of the busi 
ness is gradually reaching that state where com 
petition in localities will be removed by an 
amalgamation of business interests. This can be 
done without Injury to the exhibitor in matter 
of service In fact it will better the service 
However, I personally would oppose any ama! 
gamation of business interests that bas for its 
sole purpose the exploitation of the exhibitor, 
and would only favor one that would not addi 
tionally burden the exhibitor.’’

We 
realize that others too have business interests 
which they wish to protect and should we at 
any time have any grievances the parties in- 
volved would be approached on the broad prin- 
ciple of equity. 

“We are pot at this time having trouble along 
this line, and do not expect to have any. Our 
policy is purely a constructiv and not a destruc- 
tiv one. Our whole aim is to be in a state fof 
preparedness to meet any serious change in e 
film market should any result. It is for is 
purpose only that we are organized. We fe- 
alized that the independent exchangeman 10 
has po factory interests is the only one who was 
not organized in the entire film business in fhe 
United States, 

“I wish it to be thoroly understood, that altho 
we have this organization which has been 
creased from 15 to 19 buying exchanges, t 
we have no other purpose than the one I hgve 
Stated. People who for purpose of gossip dnd 
scandal are trying to attribute to our orgafi- 
zation a spirit of wanting to antagonize soige- 
body, seem to lose sight of the fact that m@st 
of the members of our organization and mahy 
of the manufacturers with whom we do busingss 
are not only close business and social frien§s, 
but also close personal friends.’’ 

“What is your idea of the invasion of 
big house and its effect on the business in g§n- 
eral?’’ 

“This is a fase of the evolution of tie bi 
ness that I bave given considerable thought 
some time.

CONTINUE TAKING TESTIMONY. 


New York, Jan. 25 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Hearing in the Federal suit against the Pat- 
ents Company continued thruout the week until 
yesterday when an adjournment was taken uatil 
February 5. William H. Swanson was the prin- 
cipal witness. His testmony is a blow to the 
Patents Company. 

On January 21 Mr. Swanson, now secretary of 
the Universal Film Company, manufacturers of 
films, described in detail how, he alleged, 
the Motion Picture Patents Company in 1908 and 
1909, cut off his supply of films, notified his 
customers that he would not be able to supply 
films any longer, and by these methods forced 
him to discontinue business in Chicago, Omaha, 
New Orleans and other cities. He claimed that 
his profits were materially cut down as a resujt. 

On January 22 testimony intending to show 
that by September, 1911, the Patents Company 
and its affiliations had gained control of prac- 
tically the entire business of leasing moving 
picture films to New York theaters, and that 
thru their methods had bought up or ‘‘froze out’’ 
all but one of the companies that had been 
leasing films independently, was introduced by 
the Government. William Pelzer, treasurer of 
the General Film Company, one of the defend- 
ants, admitted that the latter company had to 
receive permission from the Motion Picture Pat- 
ents Company before it could lease films and 
must discontinue to lease upon orders from the 
Patents Company. 

On January 23 Lewis Rosenblum, general manh- 
ager of the Greater New York Film Company, 
which obtains its films from the General Film 
Company, a co-defendant in the suit, testified 
that it was the General Film Company's policy, 
when it found a theater using films supplied by 
the witness’ company, to distribute high-class 
films free of cost to his rival, which thus were 
enabled to attract most of the patronage. Mr. 
Swanson also remained firm in his testimony thet 
the ‘‘trust’’ had forced him to give up his prev- 
ious business in Chicago and other cities He 
denied that he ever manufactured moving picture 
machines, when counsel for the defense taxt him 
with having infringed patents controlled by the 
Motion Picture Patents Company. 

Counsel for the defendants In the Government's 
dissolution suit, sought on January 24, by ex- 
amining a witness for the prosecution, to show 
that there exists a combination of independewt 
film manufacturers as much a ‘‘trust’’ as that 
which the defendants, the Motion Pieture Patent 
Company and its affiliations, are charged witt» 
maintaining. 


FAIL TO PASS FOLKS’ ORDINANCE. 


New York, Jan. 25 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The Board of Aldermen failed on January 
21, to pass the Folks’ ordinance with the 
Dowling censorship clause attacht over the 
mayor's veto, Fifty-eight votes were required 
but only thirty-eight obtained. 

The ordinance, as originally proposed by Mr. 
Folks, was a commendable measure providing 
for regulation of the conduct of motion pk- 
ture theaters. Then Alderman Bowling came 
along with an amendment providing for censvr- 
ship by the Board of Education.

The cabaret editor of The Billboard attended a branch meeting of the 
Noise-Makers’ Union at the Garden Restaurant the other evening. Diners, 
winers, and callow drinkers of ginger ale—of both sexes and the sexless— 
vied with the singers to make a balanced Pedlam so that the place was as 
quiet as any boiler shop; at times the silence was of such quality that one 
could have heard a bomb explode. 


These days the name of cabarets is legion. They range from Gowanus 
Point to Westchester Heights and from indifferently bad to infinitely worse. 
Yet they are here to stay and to be improved, and to an inquiring mind 
their usefulness must be evident and undoubted. 


Certainly they are in line with modern improvment. With the oppor- 
tunity comes the man, and with the need of the moment comes the need’s 
requisit, usually. 


We have waited long for the cabaret. 
auberge and the tavern 
mantic literature. 


The lure of the wine-bush, the 
looms large in German, French and English ro- 
The cabare* is helping us dimly to perceive that this lure 
has called to all of us modernsjuntil it is now upon us—unheralded and barely 
perceptible—in this cabaret fife of Bohemia triumfant. 


Thru Stevenson or Rabelais, Shakespeare or Villon or Maurice Hewlett, 
where is there a mention of the gentler sex in tavern life? That is, if we 
except Falstaff’s wives, Villons individual wenches, and the trim or other- 
wise waiting maid who serve@é the stirrup-cup. 


Avaunt ye suffragettes. These pleasures were the peculiar perogativ of 
the male sex from strutting gallant to slouching plowboy. 


Romanticism is revived in the cabaret. The Florentine amours of Boc- 
eaccio of old carried thru in sun-warmed arbors—are reduplicated in a way 
among the cheap mirrors, multi-colored lights, bowered ceilings and merry 
noises of a million glorified dram-shops thruout these United States. 


It is senseless to argue why is the cabaret? As well question why the 
airship? Each is at once a development and a sign of the times. With mod- 
ifications, history forever repeats itself. Yesterday men made fire with flint 
and steel, and frequented the tavern while the women fashioned linsey- 
woolsey frocks at home under the thatch. 


Today exquisites use steel and tinder in a scientific cigar-lighting combi- 
nation which is found more convenient than the epoch-making lucifer match, 
and the tavern has developed into the Broadway cabaret, a meeting place 
of the sexes in the eager pursuit of pleasure. 


Pulpiteers of various denominations have denounced cabarets as “multi- 
plying sign-posts on the road to perdition.’’ There’s a “fine, old, crusted 
flavor’ about this fine, old, crusted frase of the clergy, but its fallacy becomes 
evident under examination. If the human race is itself on the road to ruin 
then the cabaret is accompanying it; otherwise not. Cabarets form a con- 
comitant of life and their frequenters are traveling the same road with the 
same goal as the congregations of the churches and the rest of our happy 
family. 


Tho it is now generally accepted by the church that the world is round, 
the same Christian organization was the last to accept this fact. It saw 
with the eye of faith that the world was flat and rested upon—upon—well, 
upon something as solid and impenetrable as the intellect of the average 
churchman who is, and always has been, more receptiv to tithes than to 
truths. If science tomorrow produces a featherless chicken the tenth gen- 
eration of such a delectable bird will still be feathered to the eyes of the 
faithful; your cleric would be difficult to persuade that a featherless fowl! is 
no more an impossibility than a brainless preacher. 


Here’s a point that may have been overlookt. It may be allowed that 
the cabaret has made the restaurant more of a drinking than an eating place. 
Conversely, the purely drinking places must have suffered the loss of a com- 
parable amount of patronage as it is not of record that breweries or distilleries 
are working overtime because of the cabaret. Better drinks with meals than 
without, and, as for music, better music of any kind in a cabaret—at a table 
and surrounded by company—than music of a certain type to accompany 
dancing of a certain type in the shadows of a hired dance hall where the young 
of both sexes mixt—before the coming of Bohemia—more freely than since or 
now. 


The careless and indifferent and vicious were the only elements that 
consistently mixed in the type of dance hall referred to. <A vicious empire 
contrasting unfavorably with the cabaret—a republic of pleasure, where good 
and bad may mix, and wherefrom much good may come. 


“Let joy be unconfined” is not a senseless injunction. The history of 
Puritanism proves that unduly restrained emotionalism is productiv of longing 
passion and vicious tendencies. 


Young people must have a vent for emotion or “bust a boiler.”

The holidays have just rollicked past and 
after them the first week of the new year. 
Naturally nothing wonderful happened in the 
world of theaters. No new preductions came 
upon the scene. None was, or could be, ex- 
pected. 

Sut with the second week after the jamboree 
season something has happened; something, 
strange and wonderful: A detectiv play of a 
new sort. It should be called a ‘‘realism’’ detec- 
tiv play, for it pushes realism to such a degree 
that I, for one, almost went to sleep. 

Why asleep if it was all so real? In real 
life the goings and comings of a detectiv are 
just about as thrilling as a four-year-old play- 
ing soldier on a hobbyhorse. No one knows 
enough of what’s going on for It to be inter- 
esting, the detectiv himself being included in 
this remark. 

And that’s the main idea, it seems, in La 
Main Mysterieuse, (The Mysterious Hand) just 
brought out at the Athenee. It is the com- 
bined endeavor of Messrs. Fread Amy and 
Jean Marsele, done into three acts. Of ac- 
tion it has a plenty, but all action is not pro- 
gress and, if what I have been taught of the 
art of play construction be correct, progress is 
just as necessary as action. You've got to 
start somewhere and go somewhere and never 
stop by the wayside. 

Messrs. Amy and Marsele start all right. 
They get under way at Philadelphia, but stick 
in the mire in the suburbs and jump up and 
down furiously right there (this constitutes 
the action) for the remainder of the time. 

A certain Countess Mirandol, a French wom- 
an, lives in Philadelphia. She lives luxurious- 
ly and also a little fast. She is surrounded by 
a lot of ‘‘types,”’ and these we see abbut her 
when the piece commences, 

There is a rumor abroad that some very 
clever thief is operating in the city. Every- 
body is talking of the frequent thefts, which 
so resemble each other that they are believed 
to be the work of the same person. 

Here the slow-down occurs. From new on 
until the end all is realism. The audience is 
completely mystified, so mystified by the hel- 
ter-skelter action that it loses interest to a 
large extent. For instance we see at the 
home of the Countess, a cnauffeur, masked in 
the usual way, open the sacks of ladies pres- 
ent and rob them of the contents. The Coun- 
tess herself is among the victims. 

In Act II the stage setting is interesting, 
tho it is somewhat reminiscent of that first 
act of poor Clara Bloodgood’s vehicle: The 
Girl With the Green Eyes; a shipboard scene. 
In La Main Mysterieuse the ship is the yacht 
of the Countess Mirandol. We are informed 
that the chase after the mysterious hand is 
still on. All sorts of things happen of the ac- 
tion-without-progress sort, including the’ appear- 
ance, out of the stoke-hold, of an individual as 
black as Rameses the Second, who visits the 
eabins of the passengers, then disappears 
whence he came. 

The black gentleman throws little ight upon 
the subject. 

The third act, of course, clears up the mystery. 
The Countess Mirando! is the thief, the widow 
of Lupin. She steals for sweet charity’s sake. 
It’s all as simple as the A B Cs. The masked 
chauffeur? A confederate, of course. The 
stoker? A detectiv, Guerchard’s reincarnation. 
Catch the idea? After it’s all over it’s quite 
interesting and very, very exciting. It’s real- 
ism. Nothing much while it’s actually going 
on, but bair-raising to read about afterwards 
in the newspapers. 

The authors probably felt the trend of the 
Sherlock Holmes, Arsene Lupin dramas to be 
much in the same direction and in their piece 
sought the new and the unlockt-for. 

They have found both. 

The acting was above par, par representing 
the play. Mme. Loyiche, Mlle. Devimeur, 
Mme. Loury, M. Guyon, fils, and others are 
in the cast. 


VARIETY BILL. 


The Alhambra’s new vaucevil bill is very 
clever. The English ballet of John Tiller’s, 
Lively Lucerne, was retained as the headlin- 
er, as it was pulling stronger at thei end of 
the engagement, than at the beginning. But 
Richard Havermann’s trained animal, act is 
a big pull, also. He appears in a hufe cage, 
full stage, in the midst of his lions, tigers 
and other wild beasts, and rollicks about 
with them as tho they are agg yes dogs. 
And the beasts themselves appear to eBbjoy the 
rompings just about as much as would a bunch 
of young pups. They do their tricks without 
urging and in this is to be found oné of the 
delights of the act. There is no beating and 
scolding, threatening or growls or scogv ls. It 
is—at least, it was the evening I saw it—a 
very smooth act. ° 

The Keely Brothers, masters of the punch- 
ing bag, are a popular go, their fun catching 
the Anglo-Saxon-Metropolitan audiences just 
right. 

Decaruso, in a Jew tramp-act, is, likewise, 
very funny. Iie gets much laughter, by the 
droll manner he has of secreting all sorts of 
domestic articles about his person. Tenor, his 
partner, is a singer as his name might suggest. 
He is a tenor and a good one. 

A good knock-about and wrestling act is fur- 
nisht by Picke! and Scale; and Footit, with 
his three sons, in a clown act, make thgmselves 
a hit as wel!

HOW OSMUN GAINED HIS SPEED. 

Walter W. Osmun, of Detroit, Mich., Michi- 
gan’s representativ of the Western Skating As- 
sociation, and holder of several speed records on 
the rollers, gained his speed endurance and 
fame out on the prairies of Minnesota by herd- 
ing cattle in the summer menths and chasing 
jack rabbits in winter months. At the age of 
12, 32 years ago, Osmun’s father took up a 
tree claim and as there were no horses on the 
plains those days, a dollar a head for berding 
cattle lookt good to young Osmun and sometimes 
required a half hour’s run to get the cows to 
gether when they got on one of their running 
streaks. This all required some fast foot work. 
Those days the national sport was skating on 
ice, and thru this tree claim, ran a river, of 
which along the river edge big jack rabbits 
were very plentiful, that could jump 12 feet at 


a hop. There being no trees or brush in those 
days on the plains, the long grass along the 
river edges was the rabbit's only defense, so 


young Osmun, with shotgun in arm, would chase 
the rabbits (or hares) for miles, never knowing 
what it was to gee winded or tired. He gained 
some local notice by defeating all the farmer 
kids in the neighborhood. Sixteen miles away 
was Breckenridge, Minn., a river separated this 
place from Wappleton, N. D., and as ice skating 
was the only sport in those days competition 
was very keen between the two towns. Osmun 
had gained a position wiping engines at 
Breckenridge, Minn., so he was right in line to 
beat the boys from North Dakota. His fame soon 
branched out when he defeated everyone pitted 


against him, the men and the boys all lookt 
alike to him. The following winter found 
young Osmun skating in fast company at St. 


Paul and Duluth, Minn. 
KIMM WINS TWO MORE. 


Champion Leon Kimm added 
tories to his string, making 
On Friday evening, January 10, he gave handi 
caps ranging from 20 to 50 yards in the one- 
mile event and won as he pleased. He broke 
the one-mile record, setting a new mark of 3 
minutes and 7 seconds. The first heat was won 
by Kerber (35 yards), Striker (25 yards), sec- 
ond; Glassbrenner, third, and Kimm fourth; 
time, 3:15. Second heat was won by Eckman 
(25 yards), Beaumont, second; Corder (30 
yards), third; Shafer (50 yards), fourth; time, 
3:13. In the final Kimm caught the field in the 
ninth lap and won by 20 yards from Eckman. 
Glassbrenner was third. 

On Friday evening, January 17, Kimm came 
right back amd took a fall out of the two-mile 
record, giving the boys a new mark of 6 min- 
utes and 30 seconds to shoot at. The handicaps 
were from 40 to 100 yards. He caught the field 
on the fifteenth lap and a pretty contest ensued. 
Eckman and Glassbrenner gave him a good argu 
ment for eight laps, but he finally pulled away 
from. the boys, Eckman was second and Glass- 
brenner third. This gives Kimm nearly all the 
records for the San Souci track.

Hence her pay was comparativly 
small, And she was not advanct enouf in the 


theater's heirarchy to receive high honors. So, 
with little pay and the minimum amount of 
honor, she accepted the very flattering offer of 
M. Richemond, manager of the Theater Femina. 
She is now rehea:sing the principal feminino 
part in L’Epate, a new comedy. She may be 
sued for quitting the Comedie since she did not 
give the customary six months’ notice required 
by that playhouse, but the probability is that 
she will not be. 

M. Georges Grand, and the beautiful Mme. 
Cecile Sorel, came within an act of quitting 
with them, it is said, in a satisfactory manner. 
Their reasons for leaving were much the same 
as Mme. Geniat’s,

'ASTER--A play in three acts and stories by 
August Strindberg, transiatead by Velma 
Swanston Howard: Steward and Kidd 
Company, publishers, Cincinnati, O., 1912. 
Moth, 263 pp. Price, $1.50. 

Morbid, cynical, half-mad as the Swedish dra- 
vatist Strindberg has appeared In the majority 
‘{ bis plays so far translated, he has also often 
seemed half mystic and idealist, 

It is small wonder that he had to die in 
order to gain the attention of the English and 
American publics. Tho widely read for a gen 
eration or more in Sweden, Norway, Germany 
and even Russia, it was not until he departed 
this life In May, 1911, that any ordered attempt 
to turn him into English. 

Then three publishers essayed the task simul- 
taneously. 

1 he latest contributions to al) this enterprise 
* Easter, translated by Mrs, Velma Swanston 
Howard, an American woman of Swedish birth, 
Who enjoyed the friendship of Strindberg and 


had his authority for turning his plays into 
English, 
like most of Isben's plays, Easter has no 


Plot worth mentioning. It is rather a series 
of episodes occasioned by an action preceding 
the opening of the play. 
t ls in three acts and the story is as simple 
as It is pathetically human. 
; be dishonor and disgrace, as well as the 
material debts, of an imprisoned father, who 
‘a8 embezzled public funds and has been im- 
plicated im various crooked dealings, remain 
1 his son and wife to be faced dally and 
brooded over in secret. 
o Elis Heyst, the son, altho devoting himself 
Sneerely to his duties as an instructor in the 
‘assical High School, feels that he 1s a failure. 


A favorit pupil uas been unable to pass his 
Latin examination, his savings are not sufti- 
cient to meet bis father’s debts, and he knows 
that if the creditors press his marriage to 
Christina must be indefinitely postponed. 

To add to his troubles, his sister, Eleanora, 
suddenly comes home from an asylum where she 
had been sent some years before, seemingly 
quite mild and rational. 

However, when an Easter lily disappears from 
the florist’s shop, the theft is immediately at- 
tributed to her, and when questioned, she con- 
fesses having taken the flower, imtending it 
as a Seasonable gift for Elis, but insists that 
in the fiorist’s absence, she left her card and 
a coin to pay. 

The newspapers take advantage of the sup- 
posed scandal to print glowing sensational ac- 
counts which are only quelled when the card 
and money are found. 

Abreast of these misfortunes comes another 
trial. Christina, in whom Elis has placed his 
entire confidence and love, offering no explana 
tion to her lover except that she Is testing him, 
timidly asks permission to attend a concert 
with Peter, a man who she knows is regarded 


by her flance as a treacherous friend. A nat 
ural coolness arises in consequence, which 
neither is willing to break. 

On Easter eve Lindquist, the creditor, to 
whom the heaviest debt is owed, calls at the 
Heyst home, presenting must exorbitant de- 
mands, 

But on Resurrection Eve there can be no 
misfortunes, and .we darkness of the Passion 
Week was drawing to a close. 


Lindquist, curious to see the effect on Elis, 
prest him unmercifully; then, in order to miti- 
gate his seeming hardness of heart, tells the 


story of Herr Heyst'’s kindnesses to him in the 
years past. 


He returns Elis’ check, forzives the debts, 


and makes only the conditions that there be 
a reconcilation with Peter and a call upon the 
governor, who is a political enemy. 

As a finale to his benevolences, he draws 
forth a paper and shows the grateful young 
man an announcement of the engagement of 
Peter and Alice, and the additional informa 
tion that Christina had acted as intermediary. 

The lovers are brought together, the debts 


are cancelled, 
washt away 
rection. 

Strindberg’s message to the world in Easter 
is that many of our worst difficulties and ob- 
stacies in life are imaginary and that many 
of the balance are, at least, sufferable thru 
brave and unselfish conduct. The play is whole- 
some in its appeal but it is difficult to discern 
in it enough action or grip to justify produc- 
tion before American audiences. Nor does it 
read much better than it would seem that it 
would act. 

Of the short stories in this volume 
gorical Midsummertide is the most striking. 
Both in frasing and imagery it is excellent. 
The theme is that contentment in life is due 
largely to one’s surroundings, and that death 
is after all only the kind friend to the sad and 
forsaken. The short Half a Sheet of Paper, 
tho unnatural in a way is a fine example of a 
telling effect produced thru concentration. The 
Secrets of the Tobacco Shed handles an old 
theme in a new way and may serve as an ex- 
ample of Strindberg’s humor.

Neat cards have been 
printed, containing the names of Treasurer W1il- 
liam Gardner -and Assistant Treasurer Walter 
Bender. When either one is on duty at the 
box office window, the card containing that name 
is placed in a neat frame and exposed to view 
at the window. The purchaser of a_ ticket 
knows immediately from whom he has bought 
a ticket. If a complaint is to be made, the 
ticket buyer then gives the name of the man 
on duty at that time. The plan bas been in 
vogue in hotels in re-clerks on duty for many 
years, but the Alvin Theater is the first house 
in the country to inaugurate the plan in the 
theatrical business. 

“This plan, so we have found out, gets the 
public acquainted with the officials of the 
house. They get closer together, and the re- 
sults have been excellent. We certainly will 
continue the scheme,’’ said Mr. Reynolds to The 
Billboard. 

John Wick, Jr., for many years identified with 
the pottery industry at Kittanning, Pa., plans 
the immediate erection of a new opera house 
at Kittanning. Property has been acquired, and 
early construction will start. 

The Bon Air Trio, which appared at the Har- 
ris Theater week before last, split at the close 
of their engagement here on the 18th. Where 
the three members of the troupe have gone is 
not known here. 

Skipping of board bills by some of the vaude- 
vil people who have been coming to Pittsburg 
during the last season is to be stopt by the 
various hotelkeepers. Two bills were skipt here 
last week and the hotel proprietors have put 
detectivs out hunting the law violators. 
The theater owners are opposed to any such ac- 
tion on the part of the vaudevil people and the 
better class of the profession who come here are 
opposed to such acts.

Poor 
Lehar probably never will be able to live down 
the fact that he wrote the music for The Merry 
Widow, He is scarcely likely te, at least, in 
this newest work, in spite of the fact that it 
contains a number of charming melodies.”’
